New York, Oct. 3.—“ For the well 
being of mankind 
throughout

world” a s they characterized it, the 
trustees of the Rockefeller founda­ 
tion has announced inauguration of 
an investigation into the problem of 
industrial relations and the appoint­ 
ment of Hon. W. L. Mackenzie Kind, 
former minister of labor for Canada, 
as its director. 
“In main, the investigation is to 
be carried on after the manner of 
the Institute for Medical Research. 
The root of the social disorder which 
the foundation aekonwledge 
exists 
today is, it is stated, to be probed to 
the bottom, systematically and scien­ 
tifically. It will be sought to disclose 
the cause of the “hitter enmities and 
destruction tendencies” between cap­ 
ital and labor and to “find means of 
promoting harmonious, united action 
between 
the two great bodies.” 
In announcing the 
investigation, 
the foundation says: 
“In facing the problem, the Rocke­ 


feller foundation is deliberately a t­ 
tempting to grapple with what it be­ 
lieves to be the most complication 
and at the same time the most urgent 
question of modern times and it is 
for this reason 
that 
investigation 
has been started. 
That the investi­ 
gation is not baffled by the knowledge 
that the task has seemed 
hitherto 
well nigh hopeless and that the liter­ 
ature on the subject is to vast as to 
he overwhelming. There may he rea­ 
sons for patient approach of the sub­ 
ject but not reason for inaction. 
It 
is hoped that an investigation started 
on the scale of what the foundation 
is capable and impartially pursued 
will gradually win for itself the co­ 
operation not alone of employers and 
working men of industrial organiza­ 
tions, of individuals and institutions 
interested in social reform, but also 
of 
universities 
and 
governments 
throughout the world. 


“In no sense will the investigation 
be local or restricted or carried on 
with particular reference 
to 
any 
existing situation or for that matter, 
with reference to conditions in any 
one country. 
The exeperienee of the 
several countries of the world will he 
drawn upon. 
In the words of the 
charter of the foundation, it is in­ 
tended ‘for the well-being of man­ 
kind throughout the world’ and the 
means taken to further this end, both 
as regards the subjects to he investi­ 
gated and the methods of inquiry will 
he in keeping with the purpose ex­ 
pressed*

Foulke say- only Austria of all the 
great powers wanted war.

The «vents which immediately pie- 
eeded the present European war seem 
to me more like tin* working ou | oi 
the decrees of destiny than as re­ 
vealing a conscious purpose on the 
part of either Germany 
or 
Russia 
to drive all Europe into this struggle. 
There was indeed one nation that 
wanted war and was hound to have 
it and that was Austria but the war 
Austria wanted was with 
Bervia 
alone and neither Austria nor Ger­ 
many seemed to believe that Russia 
would take up arms on Servia’s be­ 
half. 
The white book published by 
the British 
government 
containing 
England’s diplomatic correspondence 
preceding the 
war 
shows 
pretty 
clearly how the thing came about. 
No doubt Servian officials parti­ 
cipated in the murder of Archduke 
Ferdinand hut how far the whole 
people should be held responsible for 
this or for the general anti-A»-trian 
agitation in Send a is more qtfFstion- 
able. 
Servia was evidently a sharp 
thorn in Austria’s side and Austria 
was determined to punish her severe­ 
ly. 
The ultimatum sent to Servia to 
he answered within two d a y s was one 
which no independent self-respecting 
government could accept. 
It 
was 
drawn up for the purpose of bring­ 
ing on war. Yet Servia (presumably 
under Rus-ua’s advice) actually ac­ 
cepted nearly all of its humiliating 
conditions but was unwilling to con­ 
sent to having Austrian officers co­ 
operating in the investigation 
and 
jfrosccution of Servian officers and 
subjects for acts done upon Servian 
territory. 
We should ourselves cer­ 
tainly refuse to permit any tribunal 
composed in part of foreigners to 
pass upon the guilt of Americans for 
acts done upon American soil.

ed States refugee relief work at The 
Hague was related in detail here for 
the first time today. 
As a result of 
the efforts of these men a* situation 
hat might have greatly interfered with 
the relief o,| Americans in Germany 
was avoided. 
The story was told by 
Charles Edward Russell, who with 
Mrs. Russell spent three weeks a s ­ 
sisting and have arrived here from 
Europe. 
‘‘The Hague” Russell said, “is the 
great clearing house between Ger­ 
many and Austria and the outside 
world. 
When tin* war broke out its 
importance had not been considered 
by the federal government and Min­ 
ister VanDyek and his little force 
of three paid employes found them ­ 
selves confronted with a situation 
that called for 
energetic 
action. 
Thousand-, of Americans were 
in 
Germany and Austria. Thousands of 
the subjects of the warring nations 
were also there and when the Bri­ 
tish severed the German cable they 
made Holland the only possible clear­ 
ing house. 
“The legation staff was swamped 
from the outset. 
Refugees flocked 
into Holland and wanted to get home. 
Letters and telegrams poured into 
the legation actually by the basket- 
full. 
Most of them had to he tra n s­ 
lated from English toGerman or from 
German to English for transmission. 
There were hundreds of 
demands 
that the 
legation 
locate 
missing 
people. 
And Minister VanDyek had 
no one to help him. 
“Then it was that a volunteer force 
came to the front* 
First there was 


Alexander R. Culick, a New 
York 
lawyer whose income is well above 
$#0.000 a year. Culick turned to and 
put into operation the most wonder­ 
ful card index 1 have ever seen, 
lie 
so arranged things that every com­ 
munication received was indexed for 
reference on a moment’s notice. 
In­ 
cidentally he is still on the ground, 
keeping up his work, although he has 
many important law cases 
in 
New 
York that demand his attention. But 
he felt that it was his patriotic duty 
to rem ain in Holland as long as lu* 
could he of service to his country. 


“Charles II. Sherrell, another high 
priced man, took personal charge of 
all telegrams, 
lie also put into e f­ 
fect a system whereby all messages 
were handled promptly 
and 
replies 
pushed through at once. 
“ Professor George Wilson of the 
Harvard Law School, 
one 
of 
the 
greatest American experts on inter­ 
national law also took a hand in the 
game. 
He became a sort of as>,i>,t- 
:uit minister and kept everyone a d ­ 
vised on the legal 
questions 
that 
were constantly arising. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact it was probably due to his 
keen insight into the perplexing legal 
problems always 
presented 
which 
prevented serious trouble.
